Lady Baden Powell is the World 
Chief Guide and as such, has the 
greatest influence ‘ throughout this 
world-wide movement which she 


-herself ‘has reared from its start. In, 


a Pevomt radio talk, she spoke of the 


way in W began her career 
of public service. Bae was un- 


trained for organizational work of 
any kind, but had hardly married 
before she placed herself at her 
husband's side in the many associ- 
ations to which he gave his time 
and energy. He had founded the 
Roy Scout movement in 1908, in- 
venting this unique system of char- 
acter training, and thinking out 
every detail of its activities and 
ideals.

It 
comes naturally to children to band 
together to. do things; it is the 
grown-ups who make the divisions 
and the barriers. “Here, in the 
Guide and in the Scout movement,” 
said the World Chief Guide, “we 
find a binding force, bestriding the 
artificial barriers of race, creed and 
nationality, and bringing a spirit of 
friendliness and unity in a world 
that cries loudly for these things.”

She spoke of the many functions 
ot the movement and the way in 
which, it helps sick and crippled 
girls. Guiding is,strongly recom- 
mended in many hospitals as giv- 
ing an impetus to the girls wish to 
get well, so that they may join 
more fully in Guide activities.

This feeling of 
being undaunted by . circumstance 
and uplifted by the thought of 
friendship with millions of children 
all over the world. has been a great 
help to countless numbers of girls 
in schools for the blind, hospitals 
and leper colonies.

Robert L. Zahour, Westinghouse engineer. Here he looks over 

a set Of three by six-foot.frames which are warmed by eight 
regular 25-watt incandescent light bulbs. 
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Over in London just a few weeks 
ago—on February Third to be pre- 
cise—a Canadian established a 
bran-new wolld's record in a well- 
known and widely played branch 
of sport. To do so, he had to break 
one of the toughest marks there 
was—a mark which many experts 
thought might stand for years. Yet 
comparatively few of us on this 
side—who are fed up-to-the-min- 
ute bulletins on the amount of 
hemstitching the M.D.’s had to do 
in Elmer Lach’s dome or the pres- 
ent condition of Joe’ DiMaggio’s 
most recent  Charley-horse-—ever 
heard of this Canadian; or of the 
remarkable feat he just accomplish- 
red. 
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Not to make too deep a mystery 
out of it, the man is George Chenier, 
a 4l-year-old French-Canuck orig- 
mally out of Winnipeg. And the 
new mark he set was a score of 144 
in that highly popular game of skill 
generally known as snooker pool. 
(There are purists who claim: it 
should be Snooker’s pool, atlhough 
just who Mr.. Snooker may have 
been is something weeither never 
knew, or have lone since. forgotten.) 


This wa.k Of 144 is three points 
more than the previous best record, 
established by Joseph Davis in Jan- 
uary 1949, And now the question 
that has the snooker fans on the 
edge of ‘their seats is-—“Is some- 
body, maybe Mr, Chenier, finally 
going to shoot 1477”

Now tp those of you who failed 
to misspend your youth around pool 
parlors and billiard academies, add- 
ing just another three points to that 
mark of 144 might seem to be a 
fairly’ simple matter, For more than 
half a century track-and-field men 
have been dreaming of a four-min- 
ute mile, yet they're still quite a 
few strides away from it. A score 
of 147 in snooker represents perfec- 
tion. It's like a 450 in five pine, or 
300 in ten pins—the big difference 
being that many keglers and five- 
pitners have bowled “possibles,” 
while nobody yet has ever visited # 
snooker table and scored the maxi- 
mum umber of poinst with every 
cue stroke, and without making a 
single error. It's going to be as hard 
of accomplishment as that mile in 
240 seconds, maybe harder.

‘That#describes, brictiy, what you 
try tu do for yourself.

These are too numerous to describe 
fully here but the main ones are 
perpetfated by hitting the ball other 
‘than the one you're supposed to, 
missing the objective altogether; or 
permitting the cue ball to go into a 
pocket. You can best’ do this by 
leaving a bull between the cue ball 
and the ball he is supposed to hit.

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Getting back to the new record 
holder. He is unusual in that he 
uses an almost upright stance, in- 
stead of the customary stoop.

However, | understand that there 
are parts of the Province where 
winter really looks like winter; and 
some of the readers in those sec- 
tions might be interested in the 
following news regarding experi- 
ments made in plowing snow ridges 
to hold and conserve moisture. 

* * 

Plowing snow into ridges is the 
latest method developed in West- 
ern Canada for moisture «qpserva- 
tion. 

After trying various methods of 
building such snow barriers as snow 
fences, trees, and brush, agricul- 
tural scientists at Western Cana- 
dian government experimental sta- 
tions hit on a method of plowing 
early winter snow into ridges eight 
feet apart between. which following 
snow accumulated and could not 
easily be blown away by winds. 

This method of snow hoarding 
has proved successful over a num- 
ber of years of experimentation at 
government farms. Both vegetable 
and grain crops grown on felds on 
which the snow has been plowed 
for hoarding, have proven better 
than such crops on adjacent land 
which was now snow plowed. 

Reason for this is that snow ac- 
cumulating between ridges 
slowly in spring, giving the land 
even moisture. On latids not 80 
treated, the snow drifted away or 
piled into larger drifts and in the 
spring the melting snow was not 
as evenly distributed as moisture 
to the fields. 

Varios types of home-made 
plows were built at the experiment- 
al stafions ‘til two types were found 
which would not harm the soil, yet 
would do the job satisfactorily. One 
is a push type, the other a pull 


type Both can be used either with 
horses or tractor. 
A snowfall of three or four 


inches is sufficient to start plowing 
operations, as the ridges thrown up 
by this much snow after plowing 
are high enough to catch the fol- 
lowing snows. Ridges are plowed 
elght feet apart; if farther apart, 
snow tends to drift away. 

‘The main objective of the snow 
plow ng is to increase soil moisture 
so as to give the grain crops a start 
in the spring and to aid in control 
of soil drifting. 
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The 


thought of a fire, destroy-

\ Says Thatched Roofs 


Are Best Of All 


‘No method of covering roofs has 
yet been invented which can equal 
thatch in being both weatherproof 
and resistant to extremes of tem- 
perature. declares William Martin, 
a thatcher for fifty years, who 
emphasizes that ‘there must be no 
attempt to cheapen the work at 
the expense of the craftsman.’ 

During the thousands of years of 
progress since men first ~ built 
ouses, it is really rather remarkable 
that no method of covéring roofs 
has yet: been invented which can 
equalthat in bemg both weather- 
proof and resistant to extremes ot 
temperature. Not only does the 
thickness of the thatch makes the 
house warmer in winter and cooler 
and summer, bug the reeds have an 
effect like a cavity-wall, with simi- 
lar insulating properties. 

As a thatcher of some fifty 
years’ standing, I have always 
found the job very interesting.- 1 
actually started work with my 
father and grandtathér when a. boy 
eieabout ten years of age. It is 
a highly skilled job, if properly 
done, cequiring a good eye and 
plenty of patience, but it is work” 
oi which anyone can be proud. 


Now what about the materials? 
This is where the farmer comes in, 
for he can produce for thatching 
practically everything needed on 
the farm. The timber can be 
freshly cut from the woods—ash, 
hazel, fir-polegs ,and~so on. The 
rods and spars can also be got from 
the underwood—the hazel aad 
withy, The straw of straw-reed, too, 
is grown on almost every farm. 


seas: - Jn the southewestern counties of 
e 4 ngland, the wheat straw *reed is 


very popular. This is wheat put 
ee Bos a special attachment called 
a teed-comber, which ig fitted to 
an ordinary threshing machine. It 
comes through the machine cleaned 
of all corn, and flag and weed and 
‘the butts are all one way and un- 
bruised. This astraw-reed is sold 


“usually at about twice the price of 


ordinary straw. 


Jo thatch an average-size root 
ef fifteen squares with  wheaten 
astraw-reed—a square is 100 square 
feet—would cost $500 to $600. This 
is the cost of an entirely new roof 
~—if put on to an existing thatched 
roof it would cost’ aout $350. Lf, 
however, all materials are supplied 
by the farmer, the cost would not 
be likely to exceed $150. 


And how long, you may ask, 
would such a roof last? I should say 
that, with straw-reed, from thirty- 
five to fifty yéars, with the excep- 
tion of the ridge, which requires 
renewing about evefy ten to twelve 
years. Norfolk reeds will last much 
longer, but the cost is very much 
higher. 


Very often, when | am working 
on a roof, people stop and ask me 
questions about thatching, They 
admire the neatness of the thatched 
roofs, and many ask what is being 
done to preserve this crajt, and 
why more young meh do not take 
up such satisfying work. 

It is perfectly true tliat, during 
recent years, there has been a 
steady decline in, thatching. The 
cause of this, in my opinion, has 
been the low rate of pay the 
thatcher received for his work, as 
a result of which the thatchers’ 
sous refused to take up the craft. 
At last, however, the thatchers are 
getting an adequate reward for the 
service they render to the com- 
munity, and if thatching 1s to sur- 
vive there must be no attempt to 
cheapen the work at the expense 
of the craftsnian. 

. There are at. present 778 full-time 
that hers in this country, but 600 
of these are over forty years oft 
age. These are far too’ few in 
number to cope with the work 
needed, but the Rural Industries 
Bureau is doing all it can to en- 
courage young men to take up. tlie 
crall—+—aar—nleased to say we are 


mecting with @ certain amotnt or 
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success, as there are now about 
forty trainees learning the work, 
but more are still required. 
Thatchers’ associations, too, are 
being formed to maintain and im- 
prove standards of work, and this 
is a step in the right direction. 


I am often asked if thatching is 
a dying craft, and my reply is 
‘definitely no.’ In the south-western 
countries of England, I find many 
people are buying old cottages and 
having them reconditioned with a 
coat of @ atch put on the old 
roofs. In many cases, unsightly gal- 
vanized iron and asbestos sheeting 
ie being removed and entirely re- 
placed by thatched roofs. 


How long, you may ask, does it 
take to learn to make a good 
thatcher? This is not an easy ques- 
tion to answer. As I have already 
told you, | have been thatching 
myself for nearly fifty years, with 
all kinds of material, and | am not 
too old even now to learn a point 
or two.

Milk is no longer just for the 
children. Scientists are finding out 
new reasons why all the members 
of the family need it. Mother needs 
it, especially if she’s nervous. Dad 
needs if if he doesn’t want to get 
old before his time.

It's hard to:think of such things 
as your bones dissolving away. 
But tests have shown that. calcium 
is leaving the body all the time. 
And since 99 per cent of the body's 
calcium is in the bones it has to 
come from .them.

(radioactive isotopes) that 
trace particles of 
mineral as they move through the 
body, Such bone-building mineral 
was fed to some white rats, Lhe 
scientists found that at first it 
located in the bones, But later it 
was excreted and had to be re- 
placed with a new supply, 

For obtaining this-required cal- 
cium milk is a good food to we 
to. For example you'd have to 
eat seven pounds of carrots or 
cabbage or 27 pounds of potatves, 
to get as much calcium as trom 
drinking just one quart ot mulk. 

(ne quart (four glasses) of milk 
a day will furnish all the calcium 
needed for the average child. The 
amount of calcium needed by ad- 
ults is practically as much.

COURT DECIDES RENT 
CONTROLS VALID 


The Supreme Court of Canada, in 


an una ous decision, on Wednesday 
upheld “the validity of federal rent 
controls. 


The decision of the court was 4n- 
nounced by Chief Justice Thibaudeau 
Rinfret. The seven justices each rend- 
ered opinions. 

All agreed that parliament has the 
right to enact legislation which deals 
with national emergencies arising out 
of war. 

They also agreed that it is up to 
parliament to decide the length of 
time necessary to eliminate such leg- 
islation when the emergency no long- 
er exists. 

This decision of the court is in the 
nature of an opinion and in a legal 
sense is not binding on anyone. 

It is an answer to a federal question 
put to the court which asked the jus- 
tice to decide. . 

“Are Wartime Leasehold Regula- 
tions ultra vires—“beygnd the juris- 
diction of parliament—either in whole 
or in part and if so in what particu- 
lar or to what extent?” 

The decision means the federal gov- 
ernment can ask parliament to ex- 
tend controls on domestic rent that 
ordinarily would have expired March 
31. It is believed the extension will be 
for one year to March 31, 1951.

In Therapy 


\ problem has been solyed for 
many of Ontario's smaller hospt<, 
tals with the announcement by Dr. 
Sidney Smith, president of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, that training for 
Occupational and Physical Ther- 
apy willNbe combined in one 3-year 
diploma course this aututin. Of- 
ficials of the Faculty of Medicine 
report that man) hospital heads 
who are eager to improve their 
convalescent’ therapy facilities can 
afford to set up and maintain one 
new department, but not two. 

Even now the two departments 
ate working in close co-operation 
in many modern hospitals and re- 
habilitation centres. , Throughout 
Canada the demand for trained 
therapists exceeds the supply. Indi- 
cations that there will be an 
even greater demand for those with 
traming in both techniques. 

Dr. Smith said that during World 
War Ll, it became obvious that 
there was miuch over-lapping of the 
two techniques as practised in gen-

era!’ hospitals and conyalescent 
ceentres, [t was realized that the 
Physical Therapist would benefit 


by knowing something of the tech- 
niques of the Occupational Thera- 
ist. and ilkewise the Occupatidual 
iecapist would increase her scope 
and value by knowing the tech- 
niques of the Physical Therapist. 

Recognizing that the treatments 
used in Physical Therapy and Oc-

Young women trained in this 
combined course can look forward 
to employment in general hospitals,

in rehabilitation centres, menetal 
hospitals, sanitoria, curative work- 
shops and disablement centres, or 
in private practice. 

It is expected that graduates ot 
the diploma course will be eligible 
for membership in both of the pro- 
fessional associations. After taking 
the basic course the young woman 


who wishes to specialize in one 
branch. may do so by interning 
in a liospitat for six months. or 
a year. 


Up to now, the University of Tor- 
onto has been the only Canadian 
university to give training in Occu- 
pational Therapy.

Heat until a few drops 
of cold water poured into the pan 
retain their shape for a few sec- 
onds, If the drops spread out on 
the griddle the temperature is too 
low. lf they break up and evap- 
orate immediately, the temptrature 
ig too high. Too cool a griddle will 
produce pancakes which will be thin 
amd tough. Too hot a griddle will 
brown them before the centre is 
sooked. By adding a small amount 
of Mazola or other shortening to 
the pancake batter, you will have a 
mixture that does nof®stick to the 
pan or griddle.

It may not be news to you 
although it was to me up ‘til a day 
or so ago—that strawberry growers 
in many places have found some- 
thing that will do a better job of 
weeding, and a cheaper one, than 
anything previously discovered. It's 
geese! Yes, GEESE—the plural of 
goose.

Last year, out in the State of 
Washington, a farmer named Theo- 
dore Berry put 16 geese on his 
weediest three acres of strawberrie 
‘Those geese cleaned that three-acre 
patch of all sorts of weeds—even 
quack grass—and they never even 
touched a strawberry leaf.

Those three acres made a good 
profit for Berry. The year before 
he had spent $500 hand-weeding 
them, and still the yield was so low 
that he lost money.

Needless to say, Berry started 
looking for more geese. He couldn't 
find any, so he hatched out a batch 
of goslings in an incubator. This 
year, he'll have 75 geese weeding 
45 acres of berries.

Geese also have been used for 
strawberry weeding by growers in 
the berry. area around Paducah, 


Kentucky.

“To find out why a goose will eat 
crab grass, saw brier, wild parsley, 
pig weeds and practically any other 
kind of weed you can name, and not 
touch a strawberry plant you'll 
have to ask a goose or a gander,” 
says W. W. Magill, extension horti- 


culturist. 
+ * * 


(srowers down that way keep the 
geese in the fields until the berries 
are ripe. They won't touch green 
stems or berries. After the crop is 
picked, the farmers return the geese 


to the field. 
* + * 


Most growers put up a simple 
range shelter about three feet high, 
consisting of four posts with cross 
bars to support the boards or straw 
to shade their feathered weeders in 
hot. weather. They also provide 
plenty of drinking water and a 
small amount of shelled corn.

Theodore Berry has tried geese 
in raspberry patches as well as 
strawberries and says they are bet- 
ter than hand weeders.

But don’t put them-among your 
currant plants, he warns.

Well, there you have it--and it 
sounds like something wosth giving 
a trial. And if it shouldn’t work 
out—well, personally, I'd rather 
carve a hunk off a nice roast goose 
than sit down to all the strawber- 
ties you could cram into the 
Niagara Gorge.

Millions of dollars are spent an- 
mually, on fertilizers of various 
sort. But it’s surprising how many 
folks don't get the most out of the 
maney they spend just because they 
don’t know how to apply those 
fertilizers. 

* * * 

South of the border, state agricul- 
tural colleges, in conjunction with 
the National Fertilizer Association, 
have been conducting tests over a 
period of many years. I’m passing 
along to you some of the recom- 


mendations made:

For Hay and Sod Crops 


These include pastures and alt- 
alfa. Drill the fertilizer three to six 
inches deep, either before or at the 
time of seeding. If you're making 
a very heavy application on hard, 
stony ground, and have trouble 
keeping the drill deep enough, plow 
down about half the fertilizer and 


drill in thecrest before or during 
seeding 
Top dressing in early tall, late 


winter, or early spring, with a grain 
drill or spreader, helps keep a stand.

“The Ringing Island,” England 
bas been called, because from Sax- 
_ on days its people have loved good 
bella and the sweet sound of them. 
These bells have rung at the birth 
and the passing of countless men 
and women. They have sounded the 
totsin of strife and more gladly 
celebrated peace on many historic 
occasions. So in joy and sorrow 
the bells have acquired an almost 
sacred character. 


If England could be called the 
ringing island, London assuredly 


could be called the “city of bells,” . 


for every one of the hundred and 
odd churches in the closely packed 
“square mile” had its peal, which 
not only called the people to praise 
and prayer, but told them also 
when their work for the day should 
«ease, writes Ernest H. Rann in 
The Christian Science Monitor. 
The “big bell of Bow,” for in- 
atance, sounded the hour when 
work in the neighborhood should 
begin and end, A mercer of the 
name of Doune bequeathed two 
tenements in Hosier Lane, nearby, 
so that the rents might pay for 
the daily ringing of the tenor bell 
as a signal for the workers. It was 
to be rung at six in the morning 
and eight in the evening—a long 
enough day, in all conscience—and 
ff the parish clerk who was re- 
sponsible for the signal was late 
fn his rigning, he heard about it 
from the angry apprentices, who 
eung: : 
’ * 
Clerke of the Bow Bell, with the 
yellow locks 
For thy late ringing thy head shall 
have knocks... 


He tried to placate them with 
the. couplet: 


Children of Chepe, hold you all still, 
You shall have the Bow Bell rung 
at your will. 


Low Bell came from the White 
chapel Bell Foundry, the oldest in 
the country, where church bells 
have been made ever since the days 
of Queen Elizabeth. It was founded 
by Robertus Mot in 1570, six years 
after the birth of Shakespeare, and 
developed by Richard Phelps, who 
took the present site in 1728, where 
the Artichoke Inn once stood. 
There the firm of of Mears and 
Btainbank, as it is now known, 
bas carried on its good work to 

this day. 
* a = 

One of the earliest of its castings 
was the fifth bell at Westminster 
Abbey, which has been in use since 
the 16th century. The largest bell 
made at the Whitechapel foundry 
is Big Ben, famous the world over, 
with ite weight of 13% tons and 

Cite hourly boom over London. The 
eat hour bell of St. Pagl's weigh- 

g more than five tons, was cast 
there, and also Great Peter of York, 
twice that weight, and the bell of 
Notre Dame Cathedral, Montreal, 
which is the largest bell ever sent 
out of England. 

The belle of London were con- 
demned to silence during the war, 
lest they should give information 
to the enemy. Many of the churches 
im the city were then destroyed 

“ by the blitz, and their bells brought 
to earth. But London is now getting 
rid of the scars of war; some of 
the churches are beirig rebuilt—all 
too slowly—and the bells which 
have rung throughout the centur- 
jes will be heard again. 

Curiously enough it has not been 
a church, but the Royal Exchange 
which has led the way. Since the 
time of its founder, Sir Thomas 
Gresham, there has been a carillon 
at the Royal Exchange. Twice the 


Exchange has been burned down,. 


but each time that it has been 
rebuilt a new carillon has been in- 
stalled.

Clement hailed the new year. 


The old custom has been revived 
in recent -years, but the lawyers 
no longer get the presents, for the 
oranges and lemons are given to 
the children who attend a special 
service there. Quite often the gift 
has been the gift of the Danish 
children living in London, a pleas- 
ant reminder that the Church of 
St. Clement Danes, to give it its 
full title, is Wuilt on the site of 
an ancient Danish colony in Lon- 
don. 


St. Clement's is little more 
than a shell today. It has got ahead

In All Europe 


Chamois, as we all know, is the 
name of a nimble, long-horned 
mountain goat, and it is the name 
of the soft leather duster with which 
we wash down our cars. Chamois 
is, also, the name of the little valley 
and its community, to which I re- 
cently paid a very interesting visit. 

There were two disappointments 
in store for me: There are no more 
mountain goats left at Chamois, and 


‘the people of Chamois have never 


heard of a “shammy’ leather, be- 
cause such leather happens to have 
nothing whatever to do with the 
Chamois goat. 


The people of Chamois make only 
one claim to fame; they say they 
live higher up in the clouds than 
any other people in Europe. They 
may be right and they may be 
wrong, but I can tell you this, they 
grow edelweiss in the front gar- 
dens, said‘ Ivor Benson im a recent 
international broadcast, 

There are only two possible 
ways of reaching Chamois—by the 
winding, stony footpath irom the 
bottom of the Valtournancie, or by 
helicopter. As there are no heli- 
copters to be had in the Aosta Val- 
ley, | had to walk, carrying on my 
back enough bread - rolls and 
smoked sausage to last a week, For 
there is no shop at Chamois, and 
nothing to buy except milk and 
butter. 

And for a week, I lived in the 
priest's house at Chamois, studying 
the life of one of the most inter- 
esting communities in the world. 
The twentieth century, with all its 
bustle and its inventions, is sweep- 
ing us along with it; but here is 
a-cluster of 150. people who have 
been by-passed and left behind; to 
go on living exactly as their fore- 
fathers lived for many centuries. 

First of all, a short word picture 
of the place: The air is clear and 
crisp; the clouds are whiter, "and 
the sky beyond is bluer than any- 


the south are the snow-streaked 
mountains of Gran Paradiso. Here, 
on the sloping fields in front of the 
white-washed church, the women 
are working. They wear long cot- 
ton frocks with aprons. On their 
heads they wear kerchiefs, and on 
their feet big, wooden clogs. With 
rasping sounds from their sharp 
scythes, they cut the rich grass, 
and with it the white and yellow 
daisies and wild violets. In another 
field, the grass cut yesterday is now 
dry and pale, and is being gathered 
into great bundles and carried into 
the storage bins situated above the 
cowsheds, 


Higher up the mountain slopes, 
the small red and white cattle are 
grazing contentedly, the bells 
about their necks making a per- 
petual din that can be heard a mile 
away. The men sit and watch, now

where else in Italy. Far away to , 


and again sending their dogs te 
round up one or two beasts that 
are straying too far from the herd, 

Most of the milk from these 
herds is made into a sweet, soft 
cheese called Fontina, for which 
Aosta is famous. The money they 
get for it the peasants spend oa 
matches, salt, and the few other 
things they must buy. 

Here, life is simple. The daily 
menu is maize, porridge, which they 
call polleenta,, potatoes, and always 
some milk. Sometimes they have 
an egg, meat only in Novembes, 
when a few pigs are slaughtered. 
When the sun goes down, it is 
bedtime. And long before dawn, 
they are up again and working. 

Life is hatd. The people are all 
lean and tough; the women have 
deeply lined faces, for they gener- 


ally do the heaviest work. With . 


long, horn-shaped baskets strapped 
to their backs, they carry 75-pound 
loads of cheese and butter to the 
bottom of the valley, and, most 


, times, they have to carry similar 


dJoads of provisions back to their 
homes. 

In autumn, they carry larch logs 
from the mountaih sides, and in the 
winter, when the snow is a metre 
and a half deep outside, the men and 
women cut this timber into laths 
and weave baskets for the markets 
lower down the main valley. Every 
moment of the day they must work 
it they are to keep themselves alive 
on this narrow shelf in the moun. 
tains, 

But life igs real. They may be 
the hardest-worked people in all 
Europe, but they seem to be happy 
and content, and they get along 
very well without many of the 
things so necessary outside their 
valley—things like police stations, 
jails, hospitals. 

The day I left Chamois, some- 
thing happened that may bring 
many changes. One of the peas- 
ants who had been working im 
Turin returned with a wireless set. 
It was installed in his bedroom, and 
the villagers crowded in to hear it. 
And so, at last, the loud voice of 
the modern world ‘has come to 
Chamois.. The old people shook 
their heads; they could make noth- 
ing of it. But I noticed that the 
young people listened with shining 
eyes. -

Last week we were colder in 
the house than we had been in 
years, Day after day icy winds 
battered themselves against our 
doors and windows, penctrating the 
house even against storm doors and 
wifidow protections.

Bees Great Part 


In Flower Pollination 


orate 


Flowers did not appear till some 
150,000,000 years ago. At that time 
beetles were the only pollinating 
insects. 


The modern descendants of these 


original flowering plants—-the mag-. 


nolias and their relatives—are still 
pollinated by beetles. The magno- 
las are composed of numerous, 
spirally arranged, colorless petals, 
stamens and seed-bearing organs. 


Unlike bees, beetles do not stick 
to one variety of plant. Probably 
the earliest flowering plants were 
insufficiently pollinated and prob- 
ably they did not reproduce abund- 
antly. 

All this changed when bees ap- 
peared at the beginning of the .Ter- 
tiary period, about 60,000,000 years 
ago. Bee pollination is more effi- 
cient than beetle pollination. 


With bees doing the pollating, 
flowers tended to develop petals in 
the form of a deep tube or cup, 
with nectar stored at the base. This 
relieved the plant of the burden of 
producing excess pollen and num- 
erous stamens, the flower’s pollen- 
bearing organs. Since bees habitu- 
ally land on flowers when they suck 
nectar or gather pollen, the flowers 
tend to form the lower petals into a 
long lip. to -serve as a “landing 
platform.” 

The color of the flowers was af- 
fected too. Bees can see blue or 
yellow, but they are color-blind for 
red. Most flowers that attract bees, 
therefore, are some shade-of blue 
or yellow or a mixture of these two 
colors 


So the appcarance of many flow- 
ers today (color, and sym- 
metry of petals and number of sta- 
mens) is an evolutionary adapta- 
tion, Plants developed tubular -flow- 
ers, reduced the number of stamens 
and concealed nectar at the base, 
where it is available to the long- 
tongued bees but not to the beetles. 
The tubular petals carried out a 
screening which gratiually 
eliminated the beetles to 
many flowers and favored the visits 
of bees

There are certain advantages to 
home cleaning and treating — also 
certain disadvantages.

For one thing, home cleaning can 
be done at your convenience, and 
requires little or no cash outlay;

On the other hand, proper clean- 
ing and treating demands good 
is more or less a 
technicat job.

However, there 
is usually a last-minute rush, and 
it’s best to be a bit early than have 
to wait when the ground is ready 
for seeding.
